It has 
come just at a time when it is a great bene­ 
fit. A large acreage of winter-sown wheat, 
which otherwise would have onlv made 
hay, will now produce good whea't. The 
fail here for the storm is 1 64 inches, for 
the season, 32 92. Yolo, 1.70; season, 31 30. 
Dunnigan, 1.91; season, 37.45. Madison, 
1.54; season, 47.51. 


D u t c h F l a t S t a t io n , May 11th.—The 
storm seems to be broken. 
About two 
inches of rain has fallen. 
The snow line 
is just back of town. 


M a r y s v il l e , May 11th.—An inch of rain 
fell in two hours before daylight this morn­ 
ing. TheY nba river remains abont sta­ 
tionary as for several weeks past, and the 
Feather river has fallen a little to-day. No 
damage is reported by the storm so far.

P e t a l u m a , May 11th.—George D. Green, 
aged 65 years and a pioneer resident and 
farmer of Petaluma, died at Cloverdale last 
evening, whither he had gone for the bene­ 
fit of his health.

He leaves a widow 
and adult sons to mourn his loss. One of 
his sons is a druggist in Sacramento, and 
another, Lyman A., is a lawyer in this city;

His knowl­ 
edge of the world may be gauged by the 
fact that for fifteen years be has been 
accustomed to tnmsmit ail of his ill-got­ 
ten wealth to the English, and that the 
whole of his large fortune is in the safe­ 
keeping of the Bank of England. 
It is 
extremely 
doubtful, however, 
whether he will ever be able to derive 
personal benefit from the result of his fore­ 
sight in money matters, for he arrived 
here heavily chained on board an Italian 
man-of-war, and now lies in one of the 
terrible circular cells of the great San 
Stefano prison, where he is to spend the 
remainder of his life iu solitary confine­ 
ment. There are many who freely wager 
that within a few years he will find some 
means or other to recover his liberty, and 
they base their opinion in the matter on 
the wonderful manner in which he has 
always until now been able to wiggle out 
of difficulties even of a more serious nature 
than those in which he now finds himself.

A k r o n (Ohio), May llth .—Darkness set 
in so soon after the tornado that tore 
through the southern part of the city Sat­ 
urday evening that not half an idea*could 
be gathered of the fierceness or extent of 
the terrible storm. It moved in almost a 
straight line through the settled part of the 
city, and scarcely a foot of the mile aud a 
half but is strewn to-day with splinters, 
house timbers, broken furniture, uprooted 
trees and leveled barns and out-houses. 
In a trip over the storm's path to-day 
nineteen dwellings were counted either 
ripped into kindling wood or so badly- 
wrecked that they cannot be occupied. 
Twenty families, numbering about sev- 
ty-five persons, are out of house aud home, 
and are being sheltered by friends. Of the 
eighteen persons injured* all will probably 
recover. 
Seventy-five buildings, including resi­ 
dences, barns and outhouses, were dam­ 
aged by the wind, and not one escaped 
that was iu direct line of the tornado. 
Uprooted trees are counted 
by scores. 
Outhouses in some cases were transplanted 
from fifty to 100 feet and set down in 
neighboring yards. 
Thousands of people visited the scene of 
destruction to day. In several churches 
relief papers were started 
and several 
thousand dollars will be raised for the im ­ 
mediate wants of the homeless people. 
William Poole and his daughter, who 
had just driven into their barn, were 
caught up with the building and rolled 
with it to the bottom ot the hill on which 
it stood. That no lives were lost is most 
wonderful. In many instances families 
escaped by taking refuge in their cellars. 


D E A T H -D E A L IN G W IN D S.

S t . L o u is. May llth .—Several violent 
storms in the form of tornadoes have oc­ 
curred in different parts of north Misaonri 
within the past two days, and a large 
amount of property has been destroyed and 
several persons killed. 
In Harrison county a number of houses 
and barns were demolished and a large 
amonnt of farm property destroyed. Wm. 
Wilson and two small children were blown 
away with his house and killed, and sev­ 
eral persons injured. 
In Gentry county more then twenty 
buildings were destroyed, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Nathan killed. Many cattle and hogs 
were killed aad a good deal of general 
property, as well as crops, greatly injured. 
Five or six dwellings and several out­ 
buildings were blown away south of Mem­ 
phis, Mo. 
Near Blytbesdale Mrs. Jane 
Moore and Mrs. Henry Young were fatally 
injured and a number of other persons 
more or less seriously hurt. 
More than a 
dozen houses were wrecked and other 
properly destroyed. 


F r a n k l in (Pa.), May llth .—A cyclone 
passed over the southern part of this coun­ 
ty last evening. Two people, Noah Jack­ 
son and his wife, were killed, and n large 
number of persons dangerously injured. 
The storm was general throughout the 
country, but the cyclone was onlv about 
three hundred feet wide. 
It extended 
about twenty-five miles and everything in 
its path was demolished—trees uprooted 
and houses and barns completely wrecked. 
A large number of cattle were killed. No 
trains arrived in Allegheny valley since 
last night on account of slides and a bad 
wreck near here. 


O i l C ity* (Pa.), May llth .—The most de­ 
structive cloud-burst 
and cyclone ever 
known here struck this section about 11 
o’clock Saturday night.

The internal trouble in labor unions be­ 
comes more serious as the facts regarding 
the treasonable conduct on the part of a cer­ 
tain trusted and high-standing official on 
the striking committee becomes known.

The women claim they now receive only 
enough to barely clothe them, aDd are de­ 
prived of many of the necessities of life. 
The Culinary Alliance strike is in such a 
fair way toward a settlement that the alli­ 
ance has concluded to rest matters. In the 
meantime they will thoroughly organize 
themselves for a case of emergencv. Vari­ 
ous meetings of trades’ unions have been 
held to-day indorsing the eight-hour move­ 
ment.

“The plea that our infant industries need 
protection which impoverishes the farmer 
and consumer is, in view of our national 
advantages and the skill and ingenuity of 
onr people, a hollow pretext. 
“A plausible presentation of theblessings 
of the home market should not deceive the 
impoverished agriculturists. There is no 
market for them which doee not take its 
instructions from the seaboard, and the 
seaboard transmits the word of foreign 
markets.”

W a sh in g to n . May llth .—The followiug 
important order, issued to-dav by Director 
of the Census Porter, is self explanatory. 
The western cities referred to are Seattle 
aud St. Paul : 
“To Supervisors of the Census : It ha» 
been brought to the attention of the Super­ 
intendent of the Census that City Councils 
and Boards of Trade in certain Vi’esteru cit­ 
ies have appropriated sun.s of 
uey to aid 
their own Supervisors in the enumeration 
of the population. While it may be urged 
by some that such a proceeding is legiti­ 
mate aud merely intended to help the Gov­ 
ernment to obtain a fair and full enumera­ 
tion, I am compelled to look upon it as an 
almost irresistible temptation to fraud, and 
as consequently endangering an honest 
count of the people. If tolerated by this 
office, it 
would have a tendency to 
bring the whole census into disrepute. 
“Yon are, therefore, positively instructed 
not to receive any such compensation your­ 
self, nor countenance fur one instant the 
payment of any sum of money whatever 
by 
mnnicipaiities, corporations, asoeia- 
tions or persons to enumerators. 
Any 
Supervisor of Census, who is not content 
with the remuneration allowed by law 
(which is double the amount paid in 1880), 
should at once resign. The eleventh census 
must, and shall be, above suspicion. To 
tolerate any action on the part of munici­ 
palities, associations, organizations or indi­ 
viduals, no matter bow powerful they may 
be, which has for its purpose debauching, or 
who would even throw the slightest taint 
upon the truthfulness of the returns, would, 
in my opinion, be nothing short of a crime 
against the people of the United States. 
"This whole matter, together with the 
facts in possession of this office, has been 
laid before the Honorable Secretary of the 
Interior, and the action of the Superintend­ 
ent of the Census, in placing every legiti­ 
mate obstacle at his command in the way 
of distribution of local iunds for this pur­ 
pose, meets with the Secretary's approval.’ 


GOOD SUGGESTION. 


A ssista n t Secretar)' T lcU enor D isc u sse s 
Im m igration L a w s . 


W a s h i n g t o n , May llth .—Assistant Sec­ 
retary Tichenor has written a letter to the 
House Committee on Appropriations in re­ 
gard to the immigration laws and the Chi­ 
nese Exclusion Act. He calls attention to 
the fact that while the immigrant law pro­ 
hibits the lauding in this country of con­ 
victs, lunatics, idiots and paupers who 
come by water in vessels of any descrip­ 
tion, it fails to meet the case of immigrants 
of this character who enter the country by 
land from contiguous territory. The De­ 
partment has received reports of a large 
number of these 
people who recently 
drifted into the country from Mexico and 
Canada. 
Tichenor suggests an amendment to the 
law to prevent the continuance of this kind 
of immigration. He recommends an in­ 
creased appropriation for the enforcement 
of the alien contract labor law and the Chi­ 
nese Exclusion Act, ana also that the Sec­ 
retary be authorized to return to China, at 
the Government's expense, all tbeChina- 
men found in the United States in violation 
of law. 


D iscussing; A d jou rn m en t. 


W a s h in g to n , May llth .—The question 
of adjournment has been discussed in­ 
formally by the Senate Committees on Fi­ 
nance and Appropriations. Speaker Reed's 
idea of adjourning by the middle of July 
meets with their approval.

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THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


The gratifying news is at hand that the 
high water in the Mississippi and the 
country it íias overflowed is receding, and 
the outlook for the people returning to 
their homes in a fortnight, or even less, is 
now good. 
It is impossible at this time to 
approximate with any degree of accuracv 
to the money value of the damage the 
great flood has caused. There are features 
oi misery about it that cannot be consid­ 
ered in connection with money damages. 
The hundreds of homes destroyed in many 
cases cannot he restored, for the courses of 
the river will be found changed here and 
there, and the people, in other cases, are 
too aged to begin the task of clearing 
away the deposits for the purposes of new 
homes. 
\Y hen the flood waters shall have 
entirely receded, there will still be room 
and call for the exercise of the benevolent 
mpulses of those who have means. Gen­ 
eral Greely, the Chief Signal < Iflicer of 
the I nited States, in writing to the Xorth 
American Reviere of the flood and the 
causes of the freshets in the Mississippi 
river, clears away some wrong impressions 
that have obtained. 
He says that the 
freshets of the river and its important 
tributaries are not due to the melting of 
winter snows; that since the upper Mis­ 
sissippi valley freshet occurs as late as 
April and the floods of the Missouri occur 
in June and July, and further, as both of 
these rivers are at a low stage during Feb­ 
ruary and March, they cannot and do not 
materially contribute to the floods of the 
lower Mississippi, which occur in late 
March and early April: that if all the 
water in the upper Mississippi and lower 
Missouri rivers was impounded, leaving 
St. Louis a city on a dry creek, the floods 
on tiie lower Mississippi river would none 
the less continue ; that the floods in the 
central Mississippi valley, between Cairo 
and Red River Landing, could not be ma­ 
terially ameliorated by increasing the 
«timber of outlets into the gulf below Red 
River Landing, since, as the outflow meas­ 
urements show, the Mississippi river is 
unable to carry bank full the flood which 
pours by Vicksburg in freshet years; that 
the floods in the Mississippi valley below 
the mouth of the Red river are, in a 
measure, distinctive floods, and that their 
treatment must be individual, as they are 
somewhat independent of the central Mis­ 
sissippi valley, where the flood periods are 
much prolonged beyond their prevalence 
in the delta region. 
In fact, any method 
which increases the flow of the river or 
the rapid discharge of water from the 
Mississippi valley above Vicksburg must 
inure to the disadvantage of the delta 
country. 
On the other hand, the aug­ 
menting of the flow of water in the delta 
country can only incidentally and slightly 
ameliorate the flood conditions of the cen­ 
tral Mississippi region. 


THE BAWDY PRESS. 


s. me of the press are afraid of Mr. 
Sweeney’s proposed law excluding im­ 
moral papers frcm the mails. 
W hat has 
the decent jiaper to fear ? 
Who cares if 
the Venus miscellany classes of papers are 
hurt or put under the ban of what they 
please to term “censorship?” 
Here is 
the Chicago llcraid saying of the bill: “If 
it were enacted the whole newspaper press 
of this country would exist merely hv the 
grace and forbearance of Anthony Com­ 
stock and 
the 
Postmasters. 
Under it 
every newspaper in Chicago, for instance, 
during the Cronin trial, might have been 
excluded from the mails.” 
Not so. 
If the reports of the Cronin 
trial were unfit to lie read in the office, 
home or street, then they should not have 
been 
printed. 
But 
wc 
do not recall 
that they were indecent, hence we say 
“ not so.” 
For the Postmasters would not 
lie the censors, hut the Courts of the 
land, the decisions of which would, under 
such a law, be the rule of judgment as to 
what is not aud what is indecent in print. 
Against such judgment it is not at all 
likely that there would be taken an ap­ 
peal to the Court of Arms. Printing a 
newspaper is a great and useful business; 
printing a filthy and demoralizing sheet, 
rank with lust, dripping with nastiness, 
insidious in its assaults upon virtue and 
-coward!v 
in its efforts to corrupt the 
taste and inflame the passions of youth, is 
a business that is but a shade above that 
of the assassin for coin. To preserve the 
liberty of the press the American people 
would fight out another long and bloody 
war - hut there is not a man in the Union 
■who would volunteer to take up arms in 
defense of the “right” of the (sílice and 
nude gazettes to poison the social and 
moral atmosphere of the land.

T h e R u ssia n officials h a v e in th e m ost

tury articles concerning the prisons of 
Russia in Siberia and the inhuman treat­ 
ment of Siberian exiles, and especially 
Kennan’s statement touching the working 
of prisoners in the Kara mines. 
But the 
American has fairly and squarely met his 
accusers. The projiosition he makes to the 
Russian Government is one that the offi­ 
cers cannot 
refuse without practically 
retracting their charge of falsehood. 
Mr. 
Kennan says that at the coming Prison 
Congress to be held in St. Petersburg, he 
will appear, if permitted and assured that 
he will not be molested, and will furnish 
the Congress with the names of witnesses 
to the truth of his statement if the Gov­ 
ernment will guarantee that the witnesses 
shall be summoned, and that they will not 
be punished for testifying. This is certainly 
an ofier that restores tone to Kennan’s 
charges against Russia. Of course, he 
could not, without the aid of the Russian 
Government, compel the attendance of 
witnesses, nor would any man expose them, 
when summoned, to torture for testifying, 
except, perhaps, the Russian officials, who 
appear to be insensible to the judgment of 
civilization that the Russian method with 
its political prisoners is infamous. 


T h e Chicago Herald makes a strong plea 
for the World’s Fair to be made educa­ 
tional for the youth of the land in the 
highest degree by the encouragement of 
all possible oilers for the exhibition of 
manufactures, and the results of manual 
skilled labor and of inventive genius. It 
very properly says that millions of young 
visitors will visit the exposition, though to 
say hundreds of thousands would be more 
consistent with probability, who have very 
little knowledge of what is accomplished 
by technical labor and whose experience 
does not far extend beyond either agricult­ 
ure or the selling of ribbons. The idea 
of our contemporary is, as we understand 
it, to have put forth an extraordinary ef­ 
fort to show to American youth what Eu­ 
ropean young men learn in manufacture; 
to illustrate the triumphs and the wonders 
of skilled handiwork performed in other 
lands, not only by mature workmen, but 
by the students of the manual schools and 
trade colleges of the old world—aud, of 
course, of our own too. 
The idea is that 
the proof of the value of technical training 
should be made at the exposition in two 
ways, by showing what manufacturing is 
to-day and the skill it demands, and by 
illustrating the value of skilled labor edu­ 
cation. 
All which is well suggested. Of 
course manufactures will be a chief feature 
of the exhibition, but the idea of having 
special effort made to prove by object les­ 
sons, so to speak, the usefulness of trade 
schools, is timely and novel. 


SUNDAY SERIOUS. 


P r o f e s s o r N e w c o m b punctures some 
popular fallacies in a trenchant article in 
the Xorth American Reviere aimed against 
the Henry George doctrines. 
Among 
other things he refers to the common 
assertion that the inequality of the dis­ 
tribution of riches is a threat to society. 
He does not deny the assertion that there 
is great inequality in the possession of 
wealth, but he points out that never before 
in the history of man was there such just 
distribution of the benefits of wealth. 
The propiortion of people who own little 
or nothing is steadily increasing, says 
Professor Newcomb, because every year it 
becomes easier to enjoy wealth without 
owning it. There is at least this degree 
of truth in the Professor’s philosophy, that 
in this day the hoarding of wealth, as it 
once was, is almost unknown; that the 
enjoyment of the products of wealth for 
the smallest possible output is possible to 
the people daily, and is witnessed in the 
use for the merest pittance of all the 
varied appliances for travel by land and 
water, and the enjoyment of the riches of 
great collections, the pleasures of noble 
parks, the advantages of great free librar­ 
ies, and above all, the opportunities that 
wealth lias multiplied over and over again, 
that open for youth to attain independ­ 
ence, and maturity to gratify its ambitions. 


I f the information is correct Minister 
Reid says he has received, that France 
will not exhibit at our World’s Fair be­ 
cause it is located in Chicago, then the 
I rench have made themselves ridiculous, 
and may have occasion to regret their silly 
decision. 
When an international exposi­ 
tion is undertaken by one nation it is no 
concern of others in what part of the 
country it is located. Gne place alwavs 
will be more convenient for one than an­ 
other, but if twenty-four hours’ travel ig 
what stands between the good will of 
France for thiscountry and her disposition 
to manifest it, then it is but skin deep. 
Do the French think for a moment that 
Americans would have shown a like churl­ 
ish disposition had France located her ex­ 
position at Lyons or some other city than 
Paris? We do not believe, however, that 
either French manufacturers or producers 
will cut off their noses to spite their faces. 
They cannot afford to abandon to all ri­ 
vals so fine an advertising field as the Chi­ 
cago World’s Fair. Nor do wc believe that 
the chief Republic of the Old World will 
refuse to aid the greatest of Republics in 
celebration of an anniversary of the dis­ 
covery of America. 


I t is said that on General Fremont ap­ 
plying at the Auditor's department at 
Washington for time in which to pay a 
claim of the Government against him, 
amounting to $19,000, and which he feared 
would be retained from his new salary as a 
retired officer, it was discovered that he 
owed the Government nothing, but that 
the Government is in debt to the General 
$21,000, and that these forty years in 
which the supposed debt has been a con­ 
stant terror to the old Pathfinder, have 
been cruel injustice to him, all through 
a blunder of a bookkeeper.

DISCOURSES PREACHED FROM LOCAL 
PULPITS YESTERDAY. 


T h e E n g lish L u th eran s - “ F a ith fu ln ess 
B rin g s th e C row n **—S erm on b y 


R ev. B a rn itz o f Iow a. 


At the English Lutheran Church (Pio­ 
neer Halil, Rev S. B. Barnitz, Western 
Secretary of Lutheran Home Missions, 
assisted the pastor, Rev. W. S. Hoskinson, 
and preached yesterday morning and even­ 
ing. The evening sermon was based upon 
Revelations i i , 10: “ Be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown of life.” 
The speaker said; The text is a part of 
the epistle addressed to the church in 
Smyrna—one of the seven churches of 
Asia. It is beautiful in language, and com­ 
bines sympathy, exhortation and encour­ 
agement. Opening with a statement of 
some of the attributes of the Savior, telliDg 
of His being the first and the last, of His 
having been dead, but alive again, it is well 
calculated to impress the mind deeply and 
fervently with reverence for Him who is 
“ head over a ll” 
to the church. 
The 
Savior's conscience is then set forth in the 
fact that he knew their works, their trials 
and all that pertained to them. He tells 
them not to fear opposition or trial, or even 
martyrdom, for if they were faithful they 
should have a crown of life. The address 
evidences that the Savior approved of what 
they had done and symathized in what 
they had suffered. * * * * 
The exhortation and promise of the 
text are as applicable to the church in 
Sacramento, Cal., and the believer of to­ 
day as they were to the church in Smyrna, 
and the assurance of the crown of life as a 
reward of faithfulness should animate the 
Christians of to-day as well as the Christ­ 
ians of the first century of the Church of 
Christ. In our effort to enlarge upon this 
most precious passage, let us uotice— 
1. What is implied in being faithful? 
(a) Strong faith in God. The same word 
here rendered faithful is also rendered a 
believing man, as in the 27th verse of the 
20th chapter of St. John’s gospel: “Be not 
faithless, but believing.” He that would 
be faithful in doing and suffering has great 
need of strong faith in God, for witbout 
faith it is impossible to please Him, and 
faith being the “substance of things hoped 
for,” is a necessary requisite to the obtain­ 
ing of the crown of life. 
* 
* * 
The 
faith which makes faithful is that living 
faith in God, through Jesus Christ, men­ 
tioned everywhere in the Scripture. “The 
just shall live by faith, we walk by faith; 
justified by faith, sanctified by faith, great 
taith, precious faith.” Everywhere faith 
is set forth as a principle of strength, pro­ 
gress and victory. Truly wherever a man 
strongly believes he is successfully faithful 
and active in proportion to his other pow­ 
ers. It was this principle which urged 
Paul to endurance, to utterance and to ac­ 
tion. 
* 
* 
* 
Sucb faith will always 
evidence the second requisite. 
(b) Faithfulness to every talent and 
duty. As we say in the great Protestant 
confession, from which many orthodox 
confessions have been made, “This faith 
must bring forth good fruit; and it is our 
dutylto perform those good works which 
God has commanded, because it is His will 
and not thereby to expect or merit justifica­ 
tion.” 
“To every Christian there is committed a 
certain measure of gifts and graces; to some 
one talent, to others two, to some five. 
Now the man of strong faith occupies with 
them to the utmost; lays not up his talent 
in a napkin, and through grace lets not ihe 
coal oil out, but stirs up the fire of his gilts 
and graces, employing all to the glory of 
God. 
Tne speaker here introduced a number 
of illustrations from a rich personal experi­ 
ence, enforcing faithfulness'and the vigor­ 
ous use of the talents given of God. He 
told of a man who, unable to read or write, 
had yet accomplished a great work by 
gathering up neglected ones and placing 
them under good and pure influences. 
2. The extent of this faithfulness. As to 
extent, it is faithfulness unto death. 
“ N e'er th in k the victory won, 
Nor lay th in e arm or down : 
T hine arduous w ork will not be done 
’Till thou obtain the crow n.” 
There is no release from this service 
until our whole mortal life has been given 
to it. 
* 
* 
* 
Christ savs: “He that 
shall endure to the end the same Bhall be 
saved; hold fast till I come; occupy till I 
come; till I come by death to release thee.” 
Hence it is that no victory obtained in our 
life-time releases us from the task of faith- 
fulnesb. As St. Paul says to the Ephesians: 
"Having done (or overcome) all stand.” 
Having slain one spiritual enemy we must 
engage with auother; the warfare is not 
accomplished till the day of death; after 
death there is no enemy, for death is the 
last enemy, and he shall be destroyed, 
Then will the saint lay down his arms and 
take up his crown, saving farewell faith, 
and welcome vision; farewell sorrow, and 
welcome joy and singing. 
3. The reward of iaithfulness, the crown 
of iife.—This embraces all that can be im­ 
agined ol honor, victory, and happiness. 
It is honor put upon the faithful. Faith 
will be found unto praise and honor and 
glory. * *- 
And then shall be de­ 
veloped all the powers of the endless life 
within us. The lamp of redemption and 
the throne of law and a government com­ 
prising both will be our field of study, aud 
we will find our once petty experience re­ 
lated to all that is vast and transcendent 
in the works and appointments of God’s 
Empire. * * * 


“Soon and forever, th e work shall be done, 
The w arfare accom plished, th e victory w on." 
The discourse closed with words of cheer 
to the new congregation, and with assur­ 
ances of sympathy and help from the 
Hoards and woman society of the great de­ 
nomination to which they belong. 


T H E Q U E S T IO N O F P E N A L T Y . 


K ev. C. P . M assey D isc u sse s S ow ing a n d 
H e a p in g in th e M o ra l K e a tin . 
^Before the Unitarian Society yesterday 
Rev. C. P. Massey spoke from Galatians 
vi., 7 and 8: “Be not deceived. God is not 
mocked, for whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap ; for he that soweth to his 
tlesh shall of the flesh reap corruption, but 
he that soweth to the spirit shall of the 
spirit reap life everlasting.” 
In the course 
of his rem arks Mr. Massey said : W hat we 
want to keep constantly in view is the fact 
of the eternal consequences attending upon 
all transgression. Our minds are confused 
because so much of sin receives immediate 
punishm ent, and we do not study enough 
its effects upon the character, upon the 
person. The idea has recently been pro­ 
mulgated anew that intem perance should 
be regarded as a crime, and that it should 
be punished under penal laws. 
It is a 
crime against society, and society can pro­ 
ceed to deal with it in this outward phase, 
but the crime is prim arily and particularly 
against one’s self, inasmuch as because 
of it not only the body but the soirit has 
become debauched and benumbed,' and has 
stamped upon it a character which it m ust 
bear forever. In contrast with the terrible 
images conjured up by such an exposition 
of moral truth, how devoid of any elements 
to seriously affright is the old‘idea of an 
inquisition upon the event of death, and an 
im mediate judgm ent by which the condi­ 
tion of a soul is to be eternally determined. 
W ho believes now in any arbitrary distri­ 
bution of reward and penalty, wherebv 
one s condition is at once and irrevocably 
fixed? Even in mythologic ages the great­ 
est thinkers portrayed the results of evil as 
inhering in character, in personality. Dante 
so pictured them, and his hell 1s the legiti­ 
mate consequence in every case of the re­ 
spective transgression. 
And so when we 
come to pu: over against these artificial 
ideas, against these picture» of an unreal 
judgm eut. the thought that everything 
tends to bear 
fruit" after its kind, all 
seeds 
of good and all of 
evil, and 
that the harvest is to be gathered not 
once for all. at what we have been pleased 
to term the threshold of eternity, but 
throughout eternity in a perpetuafripen- 
ing, I sometimes wonder that the earlier 
thought of the world did not reject the pic­ 
tures borrowed from the things of sense, 
with which the church has striven to 
alarm the transgressor, when the conse­ 
quences of every moral delinquency could 
be portrayed to tbe imagination with so 
much more effective colorings. 
W hat we 
w ant to do is to try to see eternal things in 
a different light. We sin against the flesh 
or the integrity of the universe, and if no 
consequences im mediately ensue we think 
perhaps we have gone entirely free. But 
if the flesh has suffered nothing the spirit 
has not escaped. 
And it is this reaping, 
which is n p t fleshly reaping, as the term 
is generally interpreted, that more particu­ 
larly concerns us here. 
Man is under 
fleshly laws, laws which pertain to this 
world, but most of us, by a little prudence, 
can escape the consequences of their in- 


fringment. But man je under spiritual 
laws also. There are moral duties he 
is especially 
commissioned 
to 
fulfill, 
and these may be classed as obliga­ 
tions 
to 
the 
practice of 
reverence, 
of humility, of love, of self-denial and of 
purity. It he fails in these things, be suf­ 
fers hereafter, doubtless, but he suffers even 
here, snffers in spirit; he feels the up- 
braidings of conscience, he experiences the 
pangs of remorse, and in one way or an­ 
other he feels the consequences of his 
transgression, and always after the seed 
plan of the world, like producing like. 
There is a poetic justice in much of this 
which absolutely startles. Conscience does 
not give the only testimony; there is much 
of naturalness remaining in the world not­ 
withstanding its arbitrary systems of gov­ 
ernment and its conventions of society. A 
man cannot be irreverent, or proud, or 
bitter, or 
selfish, or impure, without, 
through his mingling with men in the 
most ordinary of relationshins. he is made 
to feel the consequences. His crime is 
primarily and principally, as I have already 
said, against the spirit, against the mind 
and the affections, but the natural order of 
things in which he is involved impresses 
tbe fact of his transgression upon him, 
and 
he 
suffers 
through 
the condi­ 
tions 
inevitably 
imposed. 
Is 
he 
treacherous? 
He 
feels 
the 
scorn 
of men. Is the cowardly ? They visit him 
with contempt. Is 
he untruthful? He 
forfeits their trust. Is he proud? He loses 
their sympathy, is he selfish? They leave 
him alone. Lord Byron in his “Ode to 
Napoleon” has eloquently expressed the 
thought that I have just been trying to pre­ 
sent, of how a poetic justice seems some­ 
times to prevail, and a man’s delinquency 
suffer in kind, when he writes thus of the 
conquered conquerer: 
T he desolator, desolate. 
The victor overthrow n, 
The arbiter of others’ fate, 
A suppliant for his own. 
W e m a y h a v e g o tten aw ay fro m a n y 
alleg ian ce to o ld -tim e view s o t ju stic e a n d 
o f ju d g m e n t, view s w h ich 
relig io n h as 
ig n o ra n tly a n d in c o n siste n tly p ro claim ed , 
b u t th ese re alitie s ot th e m o ral w o rld re ­ 
m ain , a n d re m a in to co n ju re te rro rs fo t 
a n y u n re p e n ta n t so u l. W e h av e seen h o w 
th e sp irit ot m a n acts u n d e r tran sg ressio n ; 
w e h a v e seen h o w , in m a n ’s n a tu ra l re la ­ 
tio n s w ith h is fellow s, a n em esis follow s 
u p o n every in iq u ity , m a n ifestin g itself in a 
loss o f sy m p a th y a n d respect, in m a rk e d 
d istru st a u d enforced iso latio n . 
A ll 
we h av e to do is to a b stract o u r 
th o u g h t of th ese th in g s from an y co n n ec­ 
tio n w ith th e th in g s o f sense, to th in k of 
th e m sim p ly in th e ir m o ra l im p licatio n s, 
to im a g in e th e m e te rn a lly p resen t au d 
o p eratin g , a n d I can conceive of n o th in g 
c alcu lated to in sp ire a d eep er aw e, o r as 
c a llin g w ith m o re e m p h a tic acce n t to re ­ 
p en t.

SNOW ON THE HILL. 
By a 
Fifty Feet o f Snowsbeds Crashed 
Slide—Other N otes. 
The renewal of the storms has caused 
some slight discomfiture on the line of the 
Central Pacific through the Sierras. Snow 
fell in fitful showers during Saturday and 
all that night, and during yesterday fore­ 
noon fell rather heavily. There was about 
two feet of fresh snow on top of the old 
hard snow, which has laid on the moun­ 
tains all winter, by noon yesterday. The 
push plow, which is housed at Summit, 
was sent down through the Cascade cut 
several times during the forenoon in order 
to keep the tracks clear. Although several 
freight trains were delayed somewhat, none 
of the passenger trains lost any time by 
reason of the snow. 
' 
Shortly before 3 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing a snowslide occurred just east of Tun­ 
nel 13 (half way between Summit and 
Truckee), and broke down sixty feet of 
snowsheds. The wrecking train was quickly 
on the ground, however, and the track was 
clear in time for trains to pass on time. 
Though the rain has caused many of the 
streams near the various branches of the 
railroad to swell and become threatening, 
no washouts nor breaks have been reported. 
The water has become rather high around 
Davisville, and the tracks are being closely 
watched for breaks. But unless more rain 
should come, or a heavy wind should spring 
up, it is not thought that the tracks will 
suffer any damage.

STATE LIBRARY MATTERS. 
Kx-Librarian W allis Explains About Cer­ 
tain Book Purchases. 
A few days ago the IIecord-Union re­ 
published from a San Francisco paper (the 
liulletin) a brief report of what transpired, 
or was alleged to have transpired, at the 
recent meeting of the State Library Trustees 
in that city. This item, it is claimed by 
ex-Librarian Wallis, did not correctly state 
the facts. He says his administration does 
not owe $20,000 for the late book purchases, 
but less than $7.000 ; that many of the pur­ 
chases were made to complete partial sets 
already in the library, and that some of the 
orders date back several years, although 
the books came to hand but recently. Mr. 
Wallis explains the situation thus : 
Eds. R ecord-Unios : I hope you will 
give me an opportunity to reply to an arti­ 
cle that appeared in your paper of May Oth, 
headed “Wallis' Last Purchase." It stated 
that some $20,000 worth of State Library 
books would be returned, and that these 
books were ordered during the last month 
of Mr. Wallis' administration. 
This is a serious charge, and one which, 
it true, no excuse on my part could justify. 
1 am glad of having this chance of denying 
such a misrepresentation. The amount of 
the bills for the books in controversy is 
$<¡778 70, which have been ordered from 
nineteen diflerent firms.

The people of Paso Robles point to their 
fine school-houses with pride, and their 
schools contain fifty more pnpiis than 
when I visited them two years ago. The 
people seemed pleased to have the oppor­ 
tunity to express their cordiality towards 
the teachers, and the teachers were de­ 
lighted with their attentions, and so all 
seemed happy. I came away feeling confi­ 
dent that the schools of the county are con­ 
stantly improving.” 
ORANGE SCALE. 
D anger of Their Introduction on Tree* 
Brought From Florida. 
The fact that many of the orange trees 
brought to this State from Florida have 
been found to be covered with insect pests, 
has induced the State Board of Horticult­ 
ure to take action in the matter. It has 
instructed the Horticultural Commission­ 
ers of the various counties to see that no 
infected trees are planted in any of the new 
orchards that are being set out this year. 
In furtherance of this work, B. N. Le 
Long, the Secretary of the Board, was sent 
to Florida to make a study of the scale in­ 
sects, and see if there were any parasites of 
the same. He finds the condition of orange 
trees tnujh worse in Florida than they are 
in California, and to give a practical demon­ 
stration of what is being done there, has 
shipped a box of oranges io the office of the 
Board. These oranges are of several dif­ 
ferent varieties—budded St. Michael, seed­ 
lings and Washington navels—and cer­ 
tainly are worse than anything evtr seen in 
California. 
The principal scale infecting the oranges 
is the purple scale, generally found in im­ 
ported lemons sent to this market from 
Florida, and on some European varieties. 
As yet this scale has not infested the trees 
in this State. 
Another scale on the samples is the 
“long' or Glover scale. This is a verv 
common species on citrus trees in Florida 
and .Louisiana. It, like the other scale, 
infests the fruit, leaves and bark of the 
trees. It has not yet made its appearance 
in this State, and it is hoped that it will not 
be allowed to do so. 
Another troublesome disease is the rust 
mite, in which all the orange is effected. 
It is a brownish discoloration of the rind 
of the orange, familiarly known as “rust.” 
In appearance the rust varies from a light 
to a dark-brown stain beneath the cuticle 
to a rough incrustation, resembling an 
oxidation of resinous gum upon the surface. 
In the former case the golden color of the 
ripe orange is more or less obscured, and in 
the latter entirely destroyed by the discol­ 
oration.

N ORDINANCE FOR THE PROTECTION 
ot wild game in the county of Sacramento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county do ordain as lollows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of April aud the fifteenth dav of Sep­ 
tember of each year, in the county of Sacra­ 
mento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck iu said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in *aid 
county, and any person so offending slmll be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. Every person who shall have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of wild duck or doves at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict with this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.

B e e l is , M ay 11th.—The Reichstag, be­ 
ginning its active labors on Monday, has 
only tix weeks’ work before adjournm ent, 
which has been fixed for June 20‘h. Not 
m uch will be heard of measures for the 
benefit of workmen before adjournm ent. 
Since the labor protection bill was issued 
on W ednesday, scrutiny reveals a num ber 
of riders to the m ain proposals, tending to 
m ake illusory some of the best provisions 
of the measure, giving employers means of 
escaping them . Thus, under special cir­ 
cumstances, employers can be authorized 
to break the rule lim iting the work of 
children under 13 years to six hours, and 
youths under It! to leu. The bill mentions 
spinning factories and sim ilar occupations 
where exceptions may be granted. 
A nother clause transfers direct respon­ 
sibility for breaches of the laws from em ­ 
ployers io the managers or foremen, thus 
opening the way for evasions a"d making 
men of straw answerable instead of prin­ 
cipals. 
A nother labor conference, which will 
have influence in molding the final form 
of the bill, will be held here. The E m ­ 
peror intends to sum m on delegates from 
every trade in Germany to discuss trade 
questions, and proposes to establish 
a 
special perm anent operative council under 
the Presidency of the Minister of Com­ 
merce, the members of the council to be 
selected from delegates to the conference. 
The projíct is obviously in ihe same line 
as the labor schemes aiming to give im ­ 
perial control of workingmen, with pur­ 
chase power over salaried leaders. Social­ 
ists like Vollmar, Leibknecht and Rebel, 
who are impregnable to money considera­ 
tions, will resent the Emperor's offers. 
Bismarck, during the 
week, received 
several communications from ihe Emperor, 
couched in friendly terms, but practically 
suggesting that his retirement from office 
should involve political inactivity. Baron 
Huckter uDd Poschenger stayed two days 
at Fredrichsruhe, aQd left impressed with 
the conviction that the ex-Chancellor con­ 
sidered himself still the most potent in­ 
fluence in the empire, believing that the 
Emperor will ere long be obliged to recall 
him to extricate the Government from the 
difficulties into which he will have plunged 
it. 
H e freely expressed his discontent De­ 
cause the Emperor, in his speech from the 
throne, omitted reference to his dismissal. 
The Freisinnige Zeitung is gaining bad 
notoriety through its publication of scan­ 
dals in regard to Bismarck. It declares 
that a medical specialist knows that the 
ex-Chancellor is suffering from alcoholism, 
and not the morphine habit. 
Bismarck's 
friends do not beed the attacks, and even 
h is enemies are disgusted by them.

L o n d o n , May 11th.—Captain Schmidt, 
formerly of the Russian service, but hence­ 
forth a German pensioner, may thank the 
inflexibility of ihe German Embassador to 
Russia that he is not on his way to Siberia. 
No one doubts that the plans of the Cron- 
stadt fortifications which yvere found in his 
possession were intended lor the use of the 
Berlin W ar Office, and no member of the 
num erous family of Schmidt ever had a 
narrow er escape from a fate worse than 
death than the officer in question. The 
German Government would not abandon 
him , and no more striking proof of the 
Czar's un willingness or unreadiness to go 
to war with Germany can be given than 
the reluctant release of Schmidt, who was 
undoubtedly guilty oi treason of the worst 
kind

L ondon, May 11th.—In every way sen­ 
sational is the Blue Book report issued bv 
a special committee appointed to inquire 
into the cruel treatm ent of the Americau 
dynam iters confined 
in the 
Chatham 
prison. 
The Tory newspapers ignore it of 
course, but the Irish party intend to raise 
a vigorous debate in the Commons upon 
it and get the details before the public in 
that way. 
The report admits that the 
com plaints of the dynamiters being treated 
w ith special severity have been sustained, 
althongh the action of the prison author­ 
ities in treating them so is justified by the 
comm ittee on the ground that the offeDse 
for which they were sentenced deserved it. 
The evidence shows that John Daly 
Egan and Dr. Gallagher have experienced 
the utm ost brutality at the hands of the 
prison wardens. 
They have been pun­ 
ished severely for trivial breaches of prison 
discipline. 
In the case of Daly, partic­ 
ularly after his refusal to perjure himself 
at the instigation of I’lgott and the Times 
solicitor, he was subjected to greater harsh­ 
ness than before. 
H e was nearly poisoned with doses of 
belladonna on three occasions, but the 
comm ittee has reported 
that this was 
purely the result of an accident. 
The re­ 
port says that the men who were convicted 
in Scotland should be changed to Scotch 
prisons, so that ttiey may receive the visits 
of their friends, to which they are entitled 
under the rules, and which the distance 
and poverty of their relatives have pre­ 
vented them from receiving. 
The report, on the whole, shows that 
confinement in any English prison for an 
offense connected with Irish poli'ics in any 
wuy is ¡ar worse than an im m ediate sen­ 
tence of death. 
Opinion is gaining grouud that the Gov- 
em inent has no real desire to pass the land 
purchase biil this session. 
They m ust 
choose between it and the licensing bill. 
As the pnblicaDs are a vastly more influ­ 
ential body than the Irish landlords there 
is every likelihood that the interests of the 
latter wiil be sacrificed. 
The Government 
can reintroduce the purchase bill next ses­ 
sion and use it for staving oil the Irish 
local governm ent biil. That is thought to 
be tneir plan at present.
